Mexico City, Feb. 19.—The execution of Gustavo Ma- 


dero, known as the "power behind the throne" in Mexico, 
formed today a tragic sequel to the upheaval in Mexico 
City, yesterday, when Francisco Madero's administration 
was turned out by the federal generals. 


The ex-president and his brother, Gustavo, were sent 


this morning as prisoners to the arsenal, from which Felix 
^iaz had bombarded the city for ten days. Soon after 


i their arrival there Gustavo Madero was subjected to the 
notorious "fugitive law," by which he was free to run 
under the rifle fire of his guards. He fell dead under their j 
bullets. 


There is some trepidation also as to the fats which" 


awaits the ex-president and his-cabinet, because of the 
finding of a list of "those who ought to die" among tiio;of, 
ficial documents of Francisco Madero's government. It is
